Is your indoor air as clean as 
your HVAC consultant claims ? 


Is it possible that your indoor air is not as clean 

as predicted by your HVAC engineer? The answer 
is, ‘yes’. On December 13, Indoor Air Quality 
Committee co-chair Waedy Anis ALA, the LEED- 
certified director of technical resources and principal 
at Shelpley Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott, leads a 
discussion on the ambiguity of that ‘yes’. 


When the expectations of filtration efficiency are 
established, Anis notes that is important to recognize 
the influence of uncontrolled infiltration on the final 
results and on the indoor air quality of the build- 
ing. The typical attitude of the HVAC design com- 
munity, he says, is that positive pressurization of the 
building keeps infiltration out. The truth, according 
to Anis, is that ‘it depends’ — the three critical vari- 
ables, he says, are the additional air brought into the 
building, the air-tightness of the building enclosure, 
and the weather outside. These cannot just wreak 
havoc on your indoor air quality goals but can also 
affect the results of biological, chemical or radiologi- 
cal terrorist-attack defense strategies.

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Universal design tips offered 


The BSA Access Committee chaired by Katie 

McGuinness, Assoc. AIA continues to be an excel- 

lent source of tips on universal-design issues. At its 

September meeting, for example, several people iden- 

tified these common errors and omissions made by 

architects and other designers focusing on accessibil- 

ity: 

failure to apply ADA Accessibility Guidelines to 

employee areas as well as public areas; 

A ramps designed with a 1:12 (8.33%) slope but 
constructed with slopes that exceed that slope; 

A curb cuts that are not perpendicular to the path 
of travel; 

& flush valves that are on the wall-side rather than 
the wide-side of the toilet; and 

& electrical outlets and switches found less than 18” 
from the corner. 


McGuinness notes that an excellent list of common 
errors and omissions in accessible design and con- 
struction can be found on the U.S. Department of 
Justice’s ADA web page (www.usdoj.gov/crt/adalerror. 
Atm) and a longer list compiled by the Committee is 
available from McGuinness at kmceguinness@kmaccess.

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Dialogue XX: 
Plus ca change...? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


For the past 20 years, I have had the habit of clip- 
ping newspaper articles and saving publications relat- 
ing to homelessness. Recently I had the occasion to 
go through these piles and folders. What struck me 
was that the issues and events and sense of imme- 
diate urgency could have had today’s dateline! What 
does this mean? Has nothing changed after two 
decades? 


In fact, a lot has...and a lot hasn't. Homelessness 

has been accepted and even institutionalized — the 
annual head-count, the annual memorial service for 
homeless people who have died in the past year, the 
usual new plan to end homelessness in five or ten 
years. We have already lost more than one generation 
and with the millennium are working on the next. 


The number of non-profits dealing with hunger 
and homelessness has increased tenfold, all com- 
peting with each other for funds from foundations 
and government programs (both shrinking sourc- 
es) and competing with the universe of other signif- 
icant charitable concerns such as injustice, the envi- 
ronment, diseases and a good deal more, for individ- 
ual donations and dates and venues for fund-raising 
events. We are creating homeless people and fami- 
lies faster than we create non-profits. We have a new 
kind of HMO-homeless maintenance operation. 


Canaries in the coalmine 

Twenty years ago I perceived the homeless as harbin- 
gers of change in our society, the canaries in the coal 
mine who are the first to detect conditions hazardous 
to human well-being. Perhaps former Boy and Girl 
Scouts, they were on an Urban Outward Bound pro- 
gram with no hot cocoa at the end of the day. Their 
warning of a more corporate, less communal, soci- 
ety has come to pass — the predominance of bot- 
tom-line numbers over vision and caring, self versus 
others, shirking of public responsibility, the diminu- 
tion and fear of the public realm, the widening split 
between poor and rich, a meaner society that ethnol- 
ogists call a behavioral sink. 


This change is reflected in our media. News por- 
trays a life of boundless acquisition and consump- 
tion threatened by danger and violence at every turn. 
TV shows have moved from Gilligan’s Island, Family 
Ties, and Mister Rogers to Survivor, Castaway, and 
Fear Factor. Oscar the Grouch living in his trash 

can on Sesame Street has morphed into Bum Fights, 
homeless people being filmed beating each other to 


a pulp. 
Evidence of the abuse of detained ‘persons of inter- 
est’ at Guantanamo, in Afghanistan and Iraq, has 


disturbed many Americans who otherwise have been 
oblivious to similar physical violence in the public 
and private U. S. prison system. It is a bit of further 
irony that the homeless — non-persons of no inter- 
est — are left to forage in our streets and alleys and 
no one wants to gather their intelligence. 


Prison violence aside, people who have been convict- 
ed of a crime and sent to prison have shelter day and 
night, are fed, clothed, receive mail and visitors, have 
the opportunity to work. The homeless don't. 


Lost in plain sight 

We often read of the expensive search and res- 

cue of people lost in the forest, on a mountain, or 
in the ocean, of intensive search parties, helicop- 
ters or ships. What does it take to rescue the peo- 
ple lost in plain sight in our midst? The response to 
natural disasters is a massive mobilization of shel- 
ter, food, medical care, counseling, clean-up, and 
reconstruction. Why is the socio-economic disaster 
of homelessness different? What would happen if we 
bused people to Mount Rainier and tornado sites so 
they could be saved? 


Our federal government, which during the 

Great Depression created the Works Progress 
Administration (WPA) and the Civilian 
Conservation Corps (CCC) to put people to work 
on needed civic projects all over the country, has 
stepped back from responsibility, deregulated and 
privatized economic activity, with the result that 
the equivalent population of several mid-size states 
just does data-processing for national banks’ credit- 
card operations. The communal safety net we used 
to believe in has been lowered so significantly that it 
is just lines for spacing out cots on an armory floor 
from 8:00 pm to 6:00 am. 


Is there no way out? Yes there is, as many good peo- 
ple and organizations have learned. First, we need 
to heal the hurt, the shame, mistrust and the fear. 
This requires a refuge, a safe place with food, cloth- 
ing, medical care, and people interested in learn- 
ing the homeless person's story. Then you can begin 
to rebuild a life. The basics of a mail and e-mail 
address, phone number, voter registration, plus sup- 
port, counseling, treatment and childcare/education 
for families open the way to programs for life-skills, 
education and job-training leading to housing place- 
ment in group homes, supported housing, or inde- 
pendent living. The goal is pursuing one’s dream, 
working for a sustaining income, paying taxes, par- 
ticipating in the life of the community. 


We could use a social equivalent of 911 that would 
guide people to sources of help. It would be great 

if there were a public place of refuge in every com- 
munity (one model — though you can’t sleep there 
— is the public library: open to all citizens, part of a 
regional resource-sharing network, geared to self-help 
with staff as guides, including display galleries, com- 
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munity meetings, performances, lectures and screen- 
ings). People will be able to stay at the refuge, partic- 
ipating in the services they need, until they are pre- 
pared to take the next step toward independence. 
For the community, young and old, the refuge will 
become their focus of care, pride, volunteering and 
donating. 


By establishing a base under our poorest citizens, 

we are preparing them to move up to join the grow- 
ing ranks of ourselves and our neighbors strug- 

gling for decent housing, jobs that pay a living wage, 
healthcare, childcare, and education. Beyond the 
refuge, there are good program models for group 
homes, supported housing, and independent living. 
Quantity is the main problem. We need to find plac- 
es in our communities where these kinds of housing 
can work well and contribute positively to the sur- 
rounding fabric. 


A few proposals 

Ending homelessness will cost money, A very suc- 
cessful program in New York City that works with 
women released from prison — former prostitutes 
and addicts and often with children — reports that 
it costs $20,000 a year to support each woman in 

its program. Apply that to 5,000 homeless people in 
Boston and you need $100,000,000 (one day in Iraq 
or a large chunk of Richard Grasso’s severance pay) 
just to get to independent living. We need to look 
beyond our grudging human services budgets and 
charity fund-raisers to solve this problem. A few sug- 
gestions: 


Balance the budget — make ending homeless shel- 
ters a government priority financed by ending the 
corporate tax shelters...all shelters left behind. 


Prison reform — The New York City pro- 

gram mentioned above also reports that it costs 
$32,000-40,000 a year — college-size expense — 
to keep one woman in prison. Razor wire and 

ivy must cost about the same. Instead of all the 
money we spend on prisons—building them, 
staffing them, filling them, and refilling them 
because there are few jobs for parolees and ex-con- 
victs—put the money into community develop- 
ment, early childhood education, youth programs. 


Raze the parking lot, put up a paradise (apologies 
and thanks to Joni Mitchell) — Redevelopment 
and gentrification are desirable but must be 
planned and managed so that, rather than whole- 
sale displacement of current residents, a healthy 
mix of uses and economic diversity results. 


Piggybacking — Housing of the kind we need 
should be an integral part of the planning for all 
development — transportation, office towers, 
greenspace, etc. 


Linkage — Linkage fees attached to demolition 
and new development of all kinds can create a 


fund for housing, public realm improvements and 
maintenance 


Synergy — Evaluate all the non-profits, founda- 
tions, religious groups, government programs, and 
corporate community service efforts together to 
see how this economic sector can be more pro- 
ductive. 


Jobs — All of this, by the way, creates real work 
for real people in real places — social work- 

ers, healthcare workers, childcare workers, teach- 
ers, building tradesmen and women, building 
and landscape maintenance professionals, garden- 
ers, food-service workers, urban designers, archi- 
tects, landscape architects, interior designers, fur- 
niture-makers, and more. By emulating the WPA 
and CCC, we can create real jobs for real people 
in real places. 


Even the homeless themselves can contribute: 


The Homeless Empowerment Project publishes 
the Spare Change newspaper and homeless peo- 
ple are vendors. 


A transitional home for battered women has an 
urban garden and is working on creating its own 
brand of salsa for sale. 


The Building Materials Resource Center recycles 
all sorts of building materials and provides train- 
ing in residential construction, remodeling, and 
maintenance. 


YouthBuild provides high-school drop-outs with 
GED classes combined with architectural drawing 
and supervised construction work on projects in 
the community. 


A North Shore group provides SRO housing in 
conjunction with food-service training and oper- 
ates a public restaurant on its ground floor. 


Real work, real people, real places. 


We have a proud history of creating new institutions 
to respond to our changing society — public baths, 
settlement houses, YMCAs/YWCAs. We have a need 
now for new institutions and building types and 
development concepts for our time and for the next 
generation.

Is your firm intern-friendly? 


Throughout the country, the architectural profes- 
sion is seeking more effective means of shaping firm 
cultures that enrich the working environment for 
interns and other young professionals. 


One relatively new website — www. insidearch.org — 
seeks to document the professional culture of design 
firms. With a different approach the AIA Educator/ 
Practitioner Network (EPN) is drawing on the expe- 
rience National Architectural Accrediting Board to 
develop a set of mutually agreed upon standards of 
practice for architecture firms. And in Georgia, one 
of several states working on similar initiatives, the 
AIA state chapter has developed an intern-friendly 
firm program designed to promote architecture firms 
in Georgia that have programs in place to strengthen 
the internship experience (for detail visit www.aiaga. 


org/members/hottopics/intern.friendly.asp). 


A similar effort has been underway in Massachusetts 
during the past year. Led by Massachusetts IDP 
coordinator Jonathon Taylor, Assoc. AIA, the 
Massachusetts Inter-Architect Friendly Firm Program 
is a new effort to enrich the internship experience in 
Massachusetts while promoting Massachusetts archi- 
tecture firms that have developed thoughtful and 
effective intern training/education/mentorship cul- 
tures. As has been the case in other parts of the 
country, architecture firms in Massachusetts could 
include their reputations as intern-friendly firms in 
their recruiting efforts while young designers could 
use the program database as one more element in the 
search for employment. 


To be included in the Massachusetts Intern-Architect 
Friendly Firm Program database, architecture firms 
make a positive commitment to foster a firm-wide 
environment of learning and shared knowledge by 
providing comprehensive preparation of intern-archi- 
tects preparing to take A.R.E. and to become com- 
petent practitioners as licensed professionals, accord- 
ing to Taylor. 


The program guidelines focus on training and sup- 
port of employees in the Intern Development 
Program, using IDP training standards to assist 
intern-architects in developing professional skills/ 
competence through a variety of opportunities in 
the workplace and beyond, establishing a program 
in which senior-level professionals serve as mentors 
for young designers, provide administrative/techni- 
cal/financial support for young designers preparing 
to take the A.R.E., and designating an in-house IDP 
coordinator as a resource for young designers.

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Invention is not indulgence 


As his term as the BSA’ president in 2004 comes to an 
end this month, Brian Healy ALA reflects on his year in 
office and his aspirations for our city. 


After a year as president of the BSA, and 18 years 

of architectural practice in this city, I have a singu- 
lar wish for Boston. My wish is that we — the archi- 
tects, designers, builders, and inhabitants of the 

city — recognize Boston for what it is, a modern 
metropolis. My wish is that we embrace the centu- 
ries of progressive attitudes that have shaped Boston's 
topography, its landscape, its neighborhoods, and 

its architecture...that we free ourselves from the 
belief that historicism is contextual while invention 
is indulgent. I wish for us to promote actively the 
abundance of theory and research occurring within 
our community and present these ideas to the world 
as a Boston product. 


This wish is based on my belief that architecture 
never stands alone, that it is intimately connected to 
place, land, and community. Louis Kahn said of the 
city that it is the place where a small boy, as he walks 
through it, may see something that will tell him 
what he wants to do his whole life. Kahn believed 
that the city could shape one’s future as much as it 
speaks to the past. Our responsibility, as a society of 
architects, remains the quality of the built and nat- 
ural environments that we leave to the next genera- 
tion. But we need to remember also that our respon- 
sibility as a profession includes provoking new atti- 
tudes and sparking creativity in others. Each time 
the BSA promotes the great activists, educators, art- 
ists, young practitioners, and thinkers within our 
community, it reaches out to all its members on an 
intellectual level, thereby raising standards for inno- 
vative design. 


We live in a critical time. The Boston area is being 
reinvented: along the Greenway, in the South End, 
the West End, South Cove, Roxbury, Fort Point 
Channel, and outward across the city and the 
Commonwealth. This is in the spirit of a Boston 
where modernizing the city, its fabric, and its very 
geography has significant and undeniable historical 
precedent. Challenging the original topological con- 
straints, filling coves with hills cut from the west- 
ern suburbs, dredging channels, reaching wharves 
ever deeper into the bay, extending the land in every 
direction to accommodate a growing population, 
Boston has committed amazing resources to trans- 
form a tiny peninsula into the impressive land mass 
that is now the city and its neighboring towns. 


My wish is that we continue to demand intellectu- 
al discourse in our community and constant rein- 
vention from ourselves. By financing unique research 
through our new Research Grants Program, or by 
stimulating discussion about work on the boards as 


in our new Conversations on Architecture series, or 
by reflecting on our modern heritage as we will with 
the new guide to modern Boston architecture now in 
development, the BSA recognizes itself and the larg- 
er community as progressive and thoughtful. While 
such intellectual stimulation improves our built envi- 
ronment, we can serve as a model for other cities and 
architectural communities pursuing similar goals. 


Architecture is a profession, a passion, and a reflec- 
tion of the society in which it is practiced. Let’s raise 
the standards for intellectual rigor and design excel- 
lence in our city, our greater community, and wher- 
ever we go, as ambassadors of Boston, and as some 
of our society's most effective visionaries. 


As I hope is clear, I love our city and I love our pro- 
fession and in my year as president I have learned 
to love the intellectual and professional energy that 
architects and our allies bring to the extraordinarily 
well-designed organism we call the BSA. It has been 
a privilege to serve as president for the past year.

Twelve public-education programs throughout 
Massachusetts are receiving a total of $58,751 in 
grants this month from the Boston Foundation for 
Architecture. 


The Foundation’s trustees, who evaluated the three 
dozen grant applications received this year, include 
architects, engineers, developers, educators, civic 
leaders, and other allies. In addition, the decision- 
making process again included the participation 
of two representatives of The Engineering Center 
Education Trust (TECET), which annually con- 
tributes significant funding for these grants, each 
of which helps underwrite community-based pub- 
lic-education programs that focus on elevating pub- 
lic awareness of and participation in the planning, 
design, and construction of our communities. 


This year, the Foundation — created by the BSA in 
1984 and now in its sixth annual collaboration with 
TECET — received proposals from schoolteachers, 
institutions, and other individual and organization- 
al applicants throughout the state. This year’s grants 
are summarized here and include the names and tele- 
phone numbers/e-mail addresses of the individuals 
to call/write in each case for additional details.

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Why copyrights for architects? A few 
months ago, at the request of the BSA Mid- 

Size Firms Roundtable chaired by Michael Hicks 
AIA, construction-law attorney Jay Wickersham 
PALA, who is also an architect and a member of 
the BSA Board of Directors, prepared a memoran- 
dum on copyright law as it applies to architecture. 
Wickersham’s six-page memorandum addresses these 
seven central questions — why do we have a copy- 
right law? what is copyrightable? what are the limits 
on what can be copyrighted? how does one protect 
a copyright? who owns the copyright and for how 
long? what are the penalties for copyright infringe- 
ment? and what special problems exist for archi- 
tects? Given the complex history of copyright law, 
Wickersham’s memorandum is a valuable reference 
tool for all in the building industry. For a copy of

Thinking about the public good 


“Massachusetts has a double standard for architects. Last year 
the BSA’s Alien Architects Roundtable submitted a research paper 
to the Massachusetts Board of Registration of Architects illus- 
trating the two different sets of education requirements imposed 
by the Commonwealth on architects — one set of standards for 
those who have attended Massachusetts accredited architecture 
schools and a higher standard for those educated in schools that 
are not accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting Board 
(NAAB)....The research paper has been circulated widely to the 
National Council of Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB), 
to NAAB, and to others with an interest in this issue around the 
country. None of the agencies dealing with licensing and accredi- 
tation acknowledges that it has the jurisdiction to address the dou- 
ble-standard issue although recently we understand that NCARB's 
Education Committee is planning to address the issue. For those 
of us involved in the development of the research, the critical 
issues relate to discrimination, protectionism, and even mislead- 
ing the public on the educational qualifications of any architect. 
Indeed, most architects educated at accredited U.S. schools — 
including even those who attended Harvard and MIT, for example 
— fail to meet the education standard articulated by NCARB...To 
those of us involved in the research, the issues of discrimination 
and protectionism are most apparent. Even the large majority of 
foreign-educated architects who have enjoyed an education equiv- 
alent to or even higher than our U.S. counterparts are vulnera- 
ble and are victims of professional discrimination because we are 
immigrants. It is our hope that the Commonwealth will develop 
one educational standard for all architects. Massachusetts should 
once again be at the forefront of a revolution that breaks down 
the walls of professional discrimination and protectionism nation- 
ally and globally in an era when the free exchange of ideas, as 

well as the free exchange of commodities, is enriched daily... The 
Alien Architects Roundtable has asked the Massachusetts Board 
of Registration of Architects to review the research we have done 
and to determine how the current licensing requirements might 
be revised to govern the practice of architecture in Massachusetts 
more fairly, We also ask our fellow professionals who are already 
licensed in Massachusetts to join us in this effort and to offer 
your comments to the Board of Registration as well... The research 
papers in question may be downloaded at www: stephenstenson. 
com.” — Debbie Bentley, Assoc. AIA, RIBA 


“...As more high-profile buildings by foreign architects rise in the 
United States, and as computers allow architects to strive for engi- 
neering, design, and construction complexities never before imag- 
ined, a gathering rumble can be heard across the profession 
about the way America builds. The country has garnered a rep- 
utation for overlooking gaping joints, sloppy measurements, and 
obvious blemishes, and refusing to deviate from even the most 
outmoded standardized practices. Having exported its expertise in 
the ‘80s and early ‘90s to destinations from Singapore to Dubai, 
it is now facing stiff competition from Europe and Asia where the 
building traditions favor singularity, craftsmanship and durabili- 
ty over speed and cost...Construction in the United States relies 
on the quick fix, said Sarah Hart, a senior editor at Architectural 
Record. ‘Got a gaping one-inch space between frame and window? 
Just fill it in with silicone and call it a day. Not perfectly flush or 
plum? Who cares!’ is the typical American response, she said... 
most American construction aspires to cookie-cutter commercial 
development rather than high-profile brand-name architecture... 
Asa result, more and more architects are choosing to outsource 
the construction of American buildings, or at least parts of them, 
hiring overseas craftsmen to do what they fear domestic hands 
cannot...Nadine M. Post, the buildings editor at Engineering 
News-Record, regards the competition between American and for- 
eign building cultures as beneficial. ‘For years everything here 
was bottom line but things are changing with so many Europeans 
and Asians working here,’ Ms. Post said. ‘It’s a win/win situation. 
America is getting better architecture. Construction is being held 
to a higher standard. And foreigners are tapping into a huge mar- 
ker.” — excerpted from an article by Julie V. lovine in The New 
York Times (8/8/04) 


“...Santiago Calatrava’s mention [in a recent New York Times arti- 
cle] of Louis Kahn's Salk Institute as an example of high-qual- 
ity American construction was particularly interesting. Kahn 
and his structural engineer, August Komendant, worked tirelessly 
with contractors to achieve the concrete finishes there and at the 
Kimbell Art Museum in Fort Worth. Two associates from Kahn's 
office lived in La Jolla during work on the Salk and Komendant 
made countless field visits to the Kimbell directly instructing 
workers...Kahn’s willingness to immerse himself in the realities 

of the jobsite has largely been lost in the American profession. 

As more high-profile commissions in this country are awarded to 
European and Asian designers, the market will, one hopes, force 
American architects to return to the traditions of engagement and 
collaboration with contractors and fabricators that Kahn's practice 
exemplified.” — Thomas Leslie, assistant professor of architecture at 
Jowa State University in a letter to The New York Times (8/15/04) 


“The more I learn about architecture, the more respect I have for 
its potential. Now when I ask myself the question, ‘Is architec- 
ture as important to our success as a society as education or med- 
icine?’, my answer is, emphatically, “Yes’...I don’t regard archi- 
tecture, as it is currently practiced, as being that essential. At 
present, it seems more a business than a profession, largely an elite 
service accounting for 2% of the custom structures in America... 

I refer rather to its potential for serving the public good...I believe 
architecture actually has more to contribute than the other pro- 
fessions... The fact is that architecture — the design of environ- 
ments, situations, and experiences — is more powerful in elicit- 
ing our best than are the practices of any other profession. That's 
why it should be supported as essential to the public good...I now 
think that architecture should be publicly supported in the same 
way that education and medicine are. Out professional strategies 
should include making a case for major public funding, to the 
tune of trillions of dollars over time. | think that our profession- 
al planning and our lobbying efforts should seek funding at a scale 
that would make our current efforts to get occasional hospital or 
prison construction money seem paltry...Most people do not yet 
appreciate that architecture is that important. How could they? 
All they know about architecture is what awards are given, usually 
for projects having nothing to do with how most people live... The 
great barrier to this may not be the self-concept of the architect 
as the lone hero but rather the conservative politics of the major- 
ity of architects who probably believe in smaller government, 
free-market economy, reliance on the private sector, unburden- 
ing tax payers, trickle-down economics, etc. Moreover, we won't 
have the luxury of public demand that forced the development 

of such programs as public education and Medicare, sometimes 
over the objections of the professions involved. At least not until 
we argue the case that architecture can make that level of contri- 
bution to the public good. But first we have to make that case to 
ourselves.” — excerpted from an article by psychologist/author Dr.

“If interior designers and architects continue to engage in 
their ongoing turf war, the rest of the world will pass them 
by... What is it that interior designers do better than architects? 
Should the next generation learn to be interior architects rath- 

er than interior designers?...I realized (during a recent gathering of 
architecture and interior design educators] that architectural ges- 
tures serve their purpose only if they're supported by human ges- 
tures, in this case the willingness of the faculty and students to 
learn from each other's differences and use their newfound under- 
standings to create inventive environments and objects. What if 
design schools set out to educate responsible citizens?... What if 
fledgling designers of every discipline were given more time in 
school and given the same solid foundation of humanities and sci- 
ence in addition to an understanding of structure, materials, ergo- 
nomics, space, and technology? Armed with these fundamentals, 
students could choose to be technicians, colorists, decorators, inte- 
rior designers, architects, product or communications designers, or 
even invent their own focus, each and every one an essential con- 
tributor to a complex society. Why quibble over titles when there's
